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Dissension Crops 
Up Over Means of 
Raising Big Taxes 


W ashington, A p ril 25.

The house w ays and means com­ 
m ittee said 
today congressional 
tax experts had suggested levy of 
excise taxes on several foods, the 
use of automobiles and aeroplanes 
and on insurance premiums in con­ 
nection w ith plans to raise $3,- 
500,000,000 m new revenue. 


These and other levies, proposed 
by the staff of the joint congres­ 
sional 
committee 
on 
taxation, 
would be in addition to a long list 
of exise 
taxes proposed by 
the 
treasury 
departm ent 
and 
would 
yield an estim ated $6 61,000,000. 


Food taxes proposed by the com­ 
m ittee staff were levies of five 
rents a pound on coffee and rocoa. 
10 rents a pound on tea and one 
cent a pound on sugar. 


Other taxes in the list included 
one of $5 each annually for the 
use ■ of automobiles, yachts and 
aeroplanes, exclusive of those op­ 
erated by state or federal govern­ 
ments: an unspecified tax on pari­ 
m utuels and a corresponding tax 
on book m akers: a one-cent levy 
on electric light bulbs and a five 
per cent tax on the sale price of 
slot machines and other coin op­ 
erated devices.
